Thls:cla.im, for sn unstated amount, sgslnst the Government of Cuba,

under TirleV of the Internatlonal Clai~m Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,

was opened by the Commission, on b~alf.of C~YB~L

based upon certain losses whlch~y have been s~talned as a result .of

actions by the Gover~ent of Cuba since January

Under Title V of the International Claims Settl~ent.Act of 19~9 [78

St~t. IIi0 (1964) 22 U.S.C..$~1643-1643k .(1964), as ~ended: 79 Star. 988

(1965)], the C~ission is given jurisdiction, over.cla~s of nstiona!s of

the United States against the Gover~ent. ofCubs.. Section 503(~) of the Act

provides that the C~ission shall receive snddete~ine in vccordance with

applicable substantive i~, including ~nternstlonal 1~ the ~ount and

v~lidity of cl~Ims by nationals of the United. S~stes against the Gover~ent

of C~ arising since January 1, ~959 for

losses resulting fr~ the nvt!onvlizstlon, expropriation.,
inte~entlon or other tsking of, or special measures
directed against, property includlng Shy rights or inter-
es~s therein ~ed whollyor partia!ly, dlrectlyor in-
directly st the t~e by nationals of the United States.

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

~e te~ ’property’ means sny..property, rlght~ or inter~
est including any leasehold interest, and ~ebts ~ed by
the Gover~ent of ~ba or by enterprises which have been
nvtionvlized, expropriated, intervene~, or taken by the
Gover~ent of Cubs and debts which.are s charge on’prop-
erty which hss been nstionslize~#~ expropriated,, inflervened,
or taken by the Gover~ent of.Cuba.            --
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This claim was opened on the basis of information received by

the Commission that claimant had been unable to return to the

United States. Information available to the Com~nission indicates

that claimant has returned to the United States.

Clai~mnt has not contacted the Commission. Accordingly~ since

no claim has been asserted for interests in property which was

nationalized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Government of

Cuba, it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
